2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a wheel assembly having an inner surface of a wheel cover 
secured to an outer surface of a wheel by a cured primary adhesive pattern having a 
space not filled with the primary adhesive formed between the wheel and wheel cover, 
and a cured auxiliary adhesive pattern, which is insufficient, to secure the wheel cover to 
the wheel, and has a configuration of discrete beads of adhesive that are provided in 
portions of the space formed by the wheel cover and wheel that is not directly secured 
by the primary adhesive pattern. 

For example, the Maloney et al and Woelfel references only disclose primary 
adhesive patterns for securing a wheel cover to a wheel.
